T h e Silver Cliff (Colo.) Project pub­ 
lishes the following somewhat remarka­ 
ble story: 
On bust Sunday, Monday and Tuesday 
a severe snow storm raged in the moun­ 
tains, extending to the valley below. 
The prospectors in the range, who were 
out of sign! of their camp, w ere forced 
lo seek shelter in the cations and under 
the large ledges of rock, it being impos­ 
sible to follow guides to any designated 
point, all traces of paths being entirely 
obliterated.

A. Melton were prospecting in the San­ 
dra de Cristo range, on the San Luis 
side, about two miles north of what is 
known as Dead Man's Camp, on Sun­ 
day afternoon, when the storm came 
upon them in all its fury, rendering it 
dangerous to travel. Being near a deep 
canyon,* they sought shelter from tho 
wind by entering, 
they stood, on the

Not far from where 
no same side, they no­ 
ticed an opening, and concluded to 
make an examination., Drawing near, 
by feeling around they found that there 
was quite a long tunnel, though not 
very deep. They determined to enter, 
ana proceeded to gather dry pi no for 
torches. After getting a sufficient quan­ 
tity they entered on hands and knees, in 
single mc. In this position they crawled 
for ten or twelve lect, when they en­ 
tered into a large chamber, where they 
could easily stand upright. This cham> 
ber. enlarged for twenty feet, where 
they reached what seemed to be a sec­ 
ond passage, when, as liefore, tho wails 
alated, and it became necessary for 
tffiem to proceed in single file.

second passage was not over ten feet in 
length, when they emerged into a some­ 
what deeper and much larger cha inlier, 
the walls widening to such an extent 
that in order to tell the size of the room 
it was necessary to follow them up from 
either side of the entrance.

feet to the right Mr. Oliver, who was in 
advance, struck his foot against sonie- 
that moved very easily, and, 
ig it strange, lowered his light, 
and to his horror round a human skull. 
A fire was then kindled on the floor out 
of extra fuel, in order to get a better 
view of toe floor and surroundings. Not 
far off lay four other human skulls. Not 
being satisfied with this discovery, they 
retraced their steps, and, obtaining 
fresh fuel. re-entered, determined to 
know the secrets of the cave. Itetuming 
to their fire, which was still burning, 
they lighted new torches and continued 
their exploration. About twenty feet to

This passage, unlike the 
other, however, was much longer, and 
by no means as narrow, ic leading them 
into a smaller chamber, the walls of 
which were very irregular, having large 
projecting rocks resembling in some 
places the shelving in a store-room.

Art 
has loved it, Poetry* has celebrated it, 
Mu sic touches her softest and sweetest 
notes in slumber-songs. 
We salute it 
in unnumbered graceful phrases as our 
chief of blessings. 
Vet in practice we 
are most careless of the beneficent 
guest, and cut ourselves off from her 
finer ministries, if we donut bid her be- 
j. gone altogether. 
To drop metaphor, which, like Mal- 
volio's cross-gartering, “ obstructs the 
blood," the commonest of modem dis­ 
orders among the educated classes is an 
inability to sleep. 
Nor is this a slight 
matter. While the agencies of repair 
are ever at work to replace the constant 
wear of vital it}*, it is only in sleep that 
tho rate of waste falls below that of re­ 
placement, so that there is any real ac­ 
cumulation of nervous force. 
And 
silica nervous force is not only fuel. but 
driving-rod and stoker to this human 
engine, its wheels must turn slowerand 
slower without that supply, till present­ 
ly they stop. 
Common-scnse and knowledge are 
the greatest physicians since Aescula­ 
pius, though their practice is but smalL 
Now knowledge explains that, paradox­ 
ical as it may at first seem, nervous 
temperaments do not require tho same 
amount of sleep as phlegmatic ones. 
The dull, lethargic and slow organiza­ 
tion makes a ponderous business of its 
slumber, as of the other allotments of 
life, and takes nine or ten hours to get 
through with it. 
The quick, electric, 
lithe, sensitive person, on the other 
hand, whose processes arc swift as air, 
takes in his sleep, apparently, as ho 
does his ideas, at a flash, and finds his 
six hours' unconsciousness fuller of as­ 
similation than his fellow's ten. 
The 
temperament acts throughout. 
Moreover, from the Jays of Hippoc­ 
rates and Andreas, science has de­ 
clared that too much sleep impairs the 
forces of the brain, ami with them all 
the vital powers. So that the nervous 
may take comfort, nor be alarmed at an 
unseasonably late coming of the sleepy 
mood, or its unseasonably early flight 
Some of the world's most efficient 
workers have boon men who took in­ 
credibly little sleep, as John Hunter. 
the great physiologist. John Wesley 
and Napoleon. 
But what slumber these toilers al­ 
lowed themselves was sound and re­ 
freshing, and that is the thing to be in­ 
sisted on, especially with those of us of 
whom Nature unaccountably forgot to 
make Napoleons an I Wes leys, while 
she has limited our capacity to sleep. 
And on this point Common-Scnsc would 
be heard. 
There is no doubt that most bad 
sleepers, observes that eminent au­ 
thority, pass their nights under bad j 
conditions. 
The bedroom is an anre- pe 
gardcd place, a makeshift, a con von i- dc 
ent receptacle for a lied, bureau aud 
wash-stand, or perhaps a show-room of 
handsome cabinet furniture and lace 
coverlets. 
But far too seldom is it the 
cheerful, quiet, well-aired, well-sunned, 
wide-spaced temple of slumber which 
it should be. 
Any one who has search­ 
ed for hnlgings, or examined houses 
with intent to hire or buy, has been 
shown innumerable Inner rooms, or 
“ alcoves," or closets lighted only from 1 
the top, with tho information that 
that will make a most convenient , 
bedroom." Or the seeker for summer 
board has discovered that the chambers 
are on the damp and shady side of the j 
house, chimneyless, and with windows ! 
fixed at the top. 
These disclosures reveal the popular j 
estimate of tin* dignity of tin* bedroom i 
iii the household order. 
But he who 
would sleep well must inhabit a room 
open daily to tho free winds of heaven, 
sunned, also, if that be possible, clean 
with a spotless cleanliness (where no 
venerable wall-paper and ancient up­ 
holster* harbor ancestral foulness), and 
disinfected as well with some of the 
potent and odorless prophylactics of tho 
day. Especially should ne not keep 
gas burning there for a long evening, 
or even to read himself to sleep. 
For 
not only does the flame exhaust the air, 
but the effects of combustion linger long 
after to disturb the sleeper. 
Again, the habit of going to bcd early, 
that is, before eleven o'clock, is indis­ 
pensable to nervous jiersons. 
Allowing 
tho attention to be held and the facul­ 
ties exercised after the natural appeal 
of weariness is made will shortly make 
that appeal wholly useless. The keen­ 
er and more potent the fascination of 
late hours, with their abnormal ex -1 seen and spotter 
citcmcnt of the brain, the more reso­ 
lutely should it be resisted. 
Presently 
the healthful sleep will come, being pa­ 
tiently wooed. Often a very light sup­ 
per at bcd-time will enable the restless 
to sleep. 
Above all, the great remedy in the 
pharmacopoeia of Common-Sense is De­ 
termination. 
We call sleep an invol­ 
untary act, but, like many another so 
classified, it can, to a great extent, be 
subjected to the rule of habit and an 
absolute shall." The human will is 
the strongest power in this world, and 
we have not yet begun to learn the lim­ 
its of its action.—Harper's Bazar.
